According  to  C.  V.  Hemphill*  Chairman  of  the  State  AAA  Committee,  farmers  and 
ranchers  of  Now  Mexico  are  planning  another  record  breaking  production  program* 
County  AAA  committeemen  arc  busy  helping  producers  complete  their  farm  plans, 

"Some  farmers,"  said  Mr.  Hemphill,  "have  been  too  busy  to  contact  the  county 
AAA  committee  to  report  their  plans,"     It  is  important,  Mr,  Hemphill  warns,  that 
this  job  be  done  prior  to  May  1  which  is  the  final  date  for  filing  intention  to 
participate  in  the  AAA  Program, 

MENTAL  C0_MF0RT  FOR  COTTON  P'ARMSRS 
Over  half  of  the  cotton  farmers  in  Dona  Ana,  Sierra,  Chaves  and  ^ddy  counties 
are  now  preparing  their  land  for  the  1945  cotton  crop  with  the  mental  comfort 
afforded  them  by  Federal  crop  insurance.    They  will  not  lie  awake  at  night  worrying 
about  unavoidable  losses  which  might  occur  from  hail,  flood,  and  other  natural 
causes. 

According  to  W,  Leslie  Martin,  member  of  the  State  AAA  Committee,  more  farmers 
are  protected  with  cotton  crop  insurance  this  year  than  in  1943,      "Wo  cotton 
'farmers,"  said  Mr,  Martin,  "worry  a  lot  about  shortage  of  labor,  farm  machinery, 
and  other  agricultural  necessities,  but  it  is  indeed  a  relief  to  know  that  we  have 
reasonable  protection  against  unavoidable  hazards,"

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PRODUCE  IvDRE  FOOD,  CONSERVE  M3HE  SCIL 

Farmers  throughout  the  Nation  arc  being  urgod  those  days  to  produce  food  to 
the  limit  of  their  production  facilities  and  a  t  the  sane  tine  to  maintain  and 
improve  the  Nation's  soil  resources  in  every  way  possible, 

C,  V.  Hemphill,  Chairnan  of  the  State  AAA  Committee,  says  that  "/far  Food  admin- 
istrator ihrvin  Jones  has  giver,  a  very  clcarcut  explanation  of  why  farmers  should 
carry  out  a  maximum  amount  of  soil  conservation  this  year  and  every  year.  "His 
simple  and  forceful  statement  on  this  important  joint  responsibility  of  the  farmer 
and  his  Government  provides  a  convincing  answer  to  the  question  that  we  are 
frequently  asked  of  why  the  Government  through  the  agricultural  Adjustment  Agency 
should  rake  payments  to  farmers  who  have  carried  out  approved    practices  that  build 
and  maintain  soil  resources,"  the  State  AAA  Committee  Chairman  points  out* 

The  War  Food  administrator  warns:    "Top  soil,  created    by  nature  from  earth, 
sunshine,  rain,  and  decaying  vegetable  matter  takes  generations  to  build.  Its 
products  are  the  only  means  of  sustaining  life.      It  can- be  destroyed  in  a  day*s 
flood.     It  can  be  destroyed  in  a  fev?  years  of  careless  cultivation.     It  takes 
nature  a  half  century  to  replace  a  wasted    soil.    Its  conservation  is  the  hope  of 
the  world." 

MORS  PORK  PRODUCTION  AT  HIGHER  FLOOR  PRICE 
WFA»s  call  for  the  largest  practicable  production  and  marketing  of  pork 
products  is  backed  up  by  an  increase  in  the  hog  support  price  to  vl3#00  a  hundred- 
weight, Chicago  basis,  for  good  and  choice  butcher  hogs  weighing  up  to  270  pounds. 
The  former  support  level  was  $12.50, 

The  higher  floor  under  the  hog  support  .price  will  remain  in  effect  until 
September  1,  1946,  vh  ich  is  through  the  period  when  1945  fall  pigs  will  be 
marketed.    For  the  same  period,  tho  OPA  has  guaranteed  farmers  that  there  will  be 
no  reduction  in  the  ceiling  prices  for  live  hogs  from  tho  present  levels  of  .;14.75 
a  hundredweight,  Chicago'basis,  for  butchers  and  $14.00  for  sows.    UFA  has  asked 
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farmers  to  raise  37  million  fell  pigs  whioh  is  18  percent  moro  than  the  number 
raised  last  fall  -when  prospective  feed  supplies  were  considerably  less  favorable 
than  this  year.     The  need  for  this  higher  production  of  hogs  places  addod 
emphasis  on  the  need    to  meet  the  high  feed  grain  goals, 

EUROPEAN  TEiR  CURBS  NEW  FARM  MAC  HEMES 

Controlled  materials  allocated  for  farm  machinery  in  the  second  quarter  of 
1945  have  boon  cut  to  195,000  tons,  compared  to  about  256,000  tons  usod  in  the 
first  quarter  of  1945  and  279,000  tons  in  the  second  quarter  of  1944,  the  Tlfar 
Production  Board  has  announced.     The  cut  will  bo  in  new  farm  machinery  with  the 
allotment  for  repair  parts  remaining  the  same*    Increased  military  demands 
resulting  from  the  fast  pace  of  the  war  in  Europe,  WPB  indicated,  means  no 
increaso  in  allocations  until  after  V-E  Day  when  a  stepped-up  farm  machinery 
program  will  be  a  "must"  as  soon  as  materials  are  available.    Ivachinery  production 
is  now  12.2  percent  behind  schedule,  compared  with  about  25  percent  last  October* 
CROP  PROSPECTS  EMPHASIZE  NEED  TO  PREPARE  STORAGE 

With  a  record-breaking  production  of  863  million  bushels  of  winter  wheat 
forecast  by  the  Department  of  Agriculture  and  indications  that  both  transportation 
and  storage  will  be  extremely  tight  at  harvest,  the  Nation's  grain  producers  are 
being  urged  to  check  their  individual  storage  situations  thoroughly  to  make  sure 
in  advance  of  harvest  that  they  will  be  able  to  protect  their  production  from 
spoilage  until  it  can  be  marketed. 

Fuller -than-usual  storage  and  only  a  fraction  of  the  normal  supply  of  box 
cars  are  be  ing  freely  described  at  this  time  as  major  harvest  problems  that  must 
be  faced.    On  -pril  1,  it  vas  reported  that  46$  of  the  1944  corn  crop  still 
remained  on  farms,  22$  of  the  wheat,  37$  of  the  cats,  ar.d  30$  of  the  barley.  Farm 
wheat  stocks  wore  the  largest  in  18  years  and  farm  corn  stocks  near  record  and  23$ 
above  last  year.

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SG-G  PRODUCTION  HEAR  GOAL  LEVEL 

The  h'aficn's  biddies  arc  cackling  right  around  the  1945  egg  goal.     Farm  egg 
production  for  the  first  quarter  of  1945  was  a  out  7  percent  below  the  same  period 
last  year,  while  the  1945  goal  called  for  about  9  percent  less  eggs  than  in  1944. 
The  strong  civilian  demand  will  tend  to  keep  wholesale  prices  of  opgs  at  or  near 
ceiling  levels  for  the  rest  of  1945,  the  US  EL  believes.    Prices  received  bv  farm- 
ers for  eggs  in  1945  will  probably  average  moderately  above  the  33.8  cents  per 
dozen  average  of  last  year  which  was  94  percent  of  parity.    Supplies  of  eggs 
available  for  civilians  are  expected    to  be  larger  in  1945  than  last  year  because 
of  declines  in  XIFL  pro  cur  erne  ntt 

FAQ  SETUP  PgalSBD  BY  WAR  FOOD  CHIEF 

In  discussing  the  proposed  permanent  Food  and  agriculture  Organization, 
Yfcr  Fcod  administrator  ^arvin  Jones  said:    "In  this  time  of  war  and  destruction 
and  starvation,  there  is  something  especiallyapnoaling  and  humanitarian  about 
an  organization,  that  sets  out  to  v/ork  for  world  conditions  under  which  ever"  man 
Will  know  that  he  can  earn  enough  food  to  eat  and  clothes  to  wear.     The  means  to 
that  end  in  this  country,  as  well  as  in  other  Nations,  will  be  expanded  production 
full  employment,  and  complete  use  of  the  products  produced.     In  the  past,  the 
paradox  of  surpluses  in  the  midst  of  malnutrition  and  hunger  —  in  our  own 
country  as  well  :.s  in  other  areas  of  the  world        has  never  actually  been  a 
surplus  of  foot,  when  viewed  in  the  light  of  human  needs,  but  rath-r  bad  dis- 
tribution and  lack  of  purchasing  power.     The  aim  of  the  FAO  is  to  heln  iron 
the  kinks  out  of  that  problem  and  thereby  help  remove  the  hunger  pangs  from  the 
stomachs  of  mankind 

LOT"  LIVING  LEVELS  CAN  PES  TROY  PE..CE 
Secretar'-  of  agriculture  Claude       Wickard  points  out  that  "to  keep  tho 
peace  we  must  make  the  peace  worth  keeping"  and  describes  low  levels  of  living  — 
most  of  all  hunger  —  as  among  the  chief  sources  of  unrest  and  strife. 
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Ho  says:     "Hungry  people  don't  rako  vfiso  political  decisions,  or  build  strong 
institutions.     There  can  bo  no  real  democracy  where  the  bulk  of  the  people  are  only 
half  fed."    The  Secretary  of  agriculture  points  out  that  two-thirds  of  the 
world's  people  pet  their  living  from  food  production  and  two-thirds  of    the  world's 

people  inducing  great  numbers  of  the  food  producers  thomselvc8- —  never  have 

had  enough  to  eat,  end  that  vast  numbers  of  those  who  produce  food  --  including 
many  who  turn  cut  large  amounts  of  it  efficiently  —  have  had  to  struggle  along  at 
or  below  the  edge  of  poverty.    Sir.cj  modern  technology  has  provided  ways  to  pro- 
duce enough  for  '11,  the  great  need  now,  as  Wickard  scos  it,  is  for  the  oati^c-  and 
ingenuity  to  match  abundant  production  with  abundant  consumption. 

—  KEEPING  CURRENT  ON  PROTEIN  SUPPLIES  .  . 

Although  'the.  feed  situation  has  been  reasonably  easy  in  the  past  few  months, 
transportation  difficulties  arc  now  complicating  the  situation.    A  careful  watch 
is  being  maintained  on  protein  mod  supplies  and  distribution  by  the  Feed 
Management  division  of  the  agricultural  Adjustment  agency  in  order  to  facilitate 
distribution  to  fc  dcrs.    accurate  inform:. tion  on  the  location  of  supplies  is 
particularly  in  ortant  to  assure  balanced  supplies. 

F :2V. R  CATTLE  EXEMPTED  FROM  OR.  PRICE  CONTROL 

Changes  in  the  regulation  governing  maximum  prices  of  live  cattle  and  calves 
have  exempted  :?rom  price  control  cattle  and  calves  sold  to  non-slaughterers  for 
feedinr  more  than  SO  days.     The  changed  regulations  also  provide  a  method  to  orice 
live  cattle  a->d  calves  on  a  per  head  basis  in  limited  cases.     Previously,  all 
sales  of  live  cattle  and  calves  were  required  on  a  weight  basis  and  sales  b'r  the 
head  were  prohibited. 

Sales  ma-"  be  mace  on  a  per  head  basis  v/here  neither  the  buyer  nor  seller,  or 
their  agents,  Possess  scales  suitable  for  weighing  livestock  and  possession  of 
the  animals  is  taken  by  the  buyer  or  his  a?!-ent  at  a  point  where  scales  are  not 
available,  and  -•"-ere  the  animals  sold  are  cripples  or  "down"  cattle  or  calves  unable 
to  walk  across  t  e  scales.    Live  cattle  and  calves  having  the  charactorist ics 
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required  for  serum  or  race  in  production  have  also  been  exempted  from  price  control 


AiiBUQUSRQUE,  N.  ]      April  20.  An  addition  of  approximately  128,000  acres  to  the 

Cuba  Soil  Conservation  district  has  been  proposed,  according  to  District  Conser- 
vationist R.  L,  Strong  of  the  Soil  Conservation  Service.    A  referendum  of  the 
landowners  in  the  area  will  be  ordered  by  the  State  Soil  Conservation  Committee.

The  Government's  part  of  this  conservation 
work  amounted  to  '."-700  which  was  only  a  small  portion  of  the  cost,  but  it  provided 
the  incentive  necessary  for  the  farmers  to  put  their  land  under  proper  irrigation.
